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This statistical compilation provides tabular representations of quantitative and qualitative data collected in the project “Counting Lives Lost” (CLL), a systematic monitoring effort of visually documented 
extrajudicial executions perpetrated by the so-called Islamic State terrorist organization. 


CLL, a special project of Perspectives on Terrorism — the open-access academic journal of the International Centre for Counter-Terrorism (ICCT), the Institute of Security and Global Affairs (ISGA), and 
the Handa Centre for the Study of Terrorism and Political Violence (CSTPV) — aims to: 


1. Provide a representative individual- and incident-level census of publicized |S hostage killings based on a systematic long-term data collection effort in order to contribute empirical quantitative and 
qualitative facts on the scale, dynamics, and characteristic patterns of IS’ execution activities and victimization behavior; 


2. Counterbalance the Western media's reporting bias against executions of non-Western hostages by offering data irrespective of victims’ citizenship, geographic location of death, or other features. 


While the CLL data collection is not restricted to particular types of victims, it is confined to: 


— Publicized executions (i.e., killings that are visually communicated by the IS through videos or still images). Executions claimed in text-only statements without providing any visual proof of an incident 
are excluded. 


— Executions of captives. On-the-spot killings, such as battlefield killings, drive-by-shootings, or assassinations are not considered. 


The census is updated once a year. Please note that updates are not limited to new incidents but may also affect past records, if previously unknown information on execution incidents arises. As this is a 


living document, please check against the project web page whether you are using the most recent document version available. The CLL Twitter account @CountingLivesPT notifies readers of statistics 
updates and provides additional charts and information. 


CLL covers IS executions since January 1, 2015. The present compilation contains statistics from the monitoring period of January 1, 2021 onward. Statistics from the monitoring period of January 1, 
2015 - December 31, 2020 can be retrieved from https://archive.org/download/clistatistics/CLL_Statistics_2015-2020.pdf 


The registered reference date for counting an execution is the release date of the visual material displaying the killing. When several visuals are released documenting the same incident, the release date 
of the first-published visual is recorded.
